contrary winds & Storms, unwelcome calms, and

Coming now, 
to an anchor, and all things made ſafe, the General, 
with his Brother and 5 others [according to his uſu- 
al care and'diligence upon ſuch occaſions) row'd fur- 
ther into the Bay in a Boat, to find out ſome con- 
venient Place for freſh Water and Proviſions dur-. 
ing their ſtay; and were no ſooner landed, when, 
two of the Natives viſited them, called by Magle- 
lan, Pentagones, for their huge ſtature and firength, 
who ſeemed much to rejoice at their arrival, fami- 
liarly receiving whatever the Genera] gave them, 
and much pleaſed to ſee O iver the Maſter Gunner 
ſhoot an English Arrow, trying to outſhoot him, but 
came nothing near him. Soon after another arrived 
who ſeemed angry at the civility of his fellows, and 
ſtrove to make them become enemies: which Drake, 
not ſuſpecling, uſed them as before, when Mr. Vin- 
ter thinking to ſhoot an Arrow, that he who came 
laſt might ſee it, the ſtring of his bow broke, which, 
being before their Terror did now encourage them 
to contrive treachery againſt them, not imagining. 
their Guns and Swords were weapons of war; as, 
they were returning to the ir boat, theſe villains ſud- 
denly diſcharged their. Arrows at their backs, aim- 
ing chiefly « Hi who had the Bow, not fuffering 
bim to firing it again, by wounding him in the 
ſhoulder, who turning about, was ſhot through the 
Lungs, yet fell not; 125 the Gunner being ready to 
ſhoot off his Muſket, which took not fire was lain. 
In this extremity,their expert General ordered, that. 
no man ſhould keep any certain ground, but ſhift- |

After half an hour waiting, the King 
came from the Caſtle, attended with 8 or 10 grave 
Senators, a rich Cangpy (adorned in the midſt with 
emboſſings of gold) held aver him; and guarded 
with 12 Lances, the points turned downward ʒ their 
Men aroſe to meet him, who welcomed and enter- 
tained them very graciouſly. His Voice was low, 
and his ſpeech ſober, of a princely deportment, & 
2 Moor by Nation, his attire was after the faſhion 
of the Country, but much coſtlier; from the waiſt 
to the graund, he had a garment of rich cloth of 
gold, his Legs were fare, and, his Shoes of red 
| Corevant, his Head had a Wreath about an Inch. 
and half broad of plated gold, ſomewhat like a 
Crow. He had about his Neck a Chain of pure 
gold double and wore on hisheft-hand a Diamond. 
a Ruby, an Emerald, and a Turkis/ Stone, being | 
four perfect ſewels on his right-hand he had one 
Ring with a large TurkisA ſtone, and another with

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ſevetal Diamonds, of ſmaller ſize, very Artiſteia 
compoſed. Sitting thus in his chair of State, ul 
a puge on his right-hand, retreſhing kim with a pu 
richly: embroidered and beſet with Saphiem, thy 
2 being very Hot, both with the Sun, andihy 
Moltitude there preſent . The Englii having deli 
vered their Meſſage and rpceived an Anſwer, they 
. were by the KiigefperialCominand conducted ſat 
back again by one of his chief Councellors. Thi 
Caſtle did not appear very ſtrong, there being only 
2 great guns to defend it, and theſe at preſent very 
unſerviceable, having got theſe and all other Fur- 
niture of War from the” Portugueſe, wh formerly 

inhabited the Ifland and built'this Caftle, but ty« 
rannizing over the People, and hot content with 
What they enjoyed èxceptthey could have ſecured 
Themſelves by deftroying all the Blood-Royal, they 
cruelly murdered the Father of this preſent King, 
intending to do the hike by all his Sons. The pre- 
ſent King with his brethern, purſued the Portugueſe 
ſo cloſe. that being quite driven thenee, they were 
glad to keep footing in Tydore, and for four Years 
laſt paſt, had been ſo ſucceſsful in his Military 
Affairs, that he was Lord of 100 Iflands thereabout 
and reſolved now to attempt the recovery of 7)

The Night being ſpent in theſe melancholy _ 
Thoughts, they rejoiced to ſee the morning, and it 
being then almoſt full Sea, after humble thanks to 
the Almighty for preferving them thus long, and 
hearty Prayers and Tears for a bleſſing on their en- 
deavours, they again tried to find Anchor-hold, but. 
finding this ſecond attempt as fruitleſs as the for- 
mer, fo that it ſeemed impoſſible their Ship ſhould -| 
be ever delivered by any policy or Power of man, 
unleſs GOD himſelf ſhould miraculouſly appear for 
their Safety, to whoſe” omnipotent Ppwer and all 
Sufficiency they concluded to refer themſelvey, haw-. 
ing a Sermon, preached to them, and receiving the 
holy Communion together: After this bleſſed Re- 
paſt, not to be wanting in any lawful means for 
preſerving themſelves, they concluded to unload 
their Ship which they had hitherto foreborn, where- 
in they were fo willingly engaged that they ſeemed: -þ 
to deſpiſe what was neceſſary for their defence, yew {| 
for ſuſtaining their Lives, throwing not only their 
Ammanition but their meal for Bread into the Sea 
being aſſured that if it pleaſed the Lord of Heaven 
to ſave them, he would fight for them againſt their 
Enemies, and not ſuffer them to periſh for want of 
Bread ; and at length it was God alone that delivet= { 
ed them, for having continued in this miſerable con- 


diion hy fixed in the Clift of a Rock, they

23, being forced towards a ſmall 
Ifland not far from thence and ſending their Boatia

Linen and Woollen, which he thankfully received 
returning Rice, Cocoas, Hens and other Proviſion 
in Recompence. They found it to be Fava Iſland, 
in 7 deg, 30 min. S. Lat. March i 3, the Genen 
' and many of his Gentlemen went aſhore and pre- 
ſented the King with their muſick, by whom they 
were generouſly entertained. They ſhewed him the 
English military diſcipline, exerciſing their Pikes and 
Muſkets before him. They were treated according 
to their deſire and diſmiſſed with à promiſe to have 
more Victuals ſent them, In this Iſland there is 
one Principal, but many Petty Kings, whom they 
call Rajaes, that lives in much Friendſhip with one 
another March 14, they received Victuals from 2 
of them, and next Day 3 of theſe Kings came on 
board in Perſon to viſit the General, and to vie 
their Ship and Ammuniton, being much. pleaſed 
with their Entertainment and what they ſaw.

having then two of that Nation Priſoners, and ſeem 
a treacherous people tho they were veryſerviceable

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etching them great tore of Tobacco and Caſſavy 
bread fr. ihe houſes ; and in requital, received 
liberal rewards of glaſs, coloured Beads, and other 
things wherewith tney ſeemed much pleaſed, and 
appeared ſorrowful at their departure, From hen 
they went weſtward to the Ifle of St. Chriflopherg, 
where they ſpent ſome days of Chriflmas to re- 
freſh their Sick, and cleanſe their ſhips, but found 
no people there ; it was concluded to proceed next 
to the great Iſland of Hiſpanicla, incited thereto 
with the fame of the rich city of Domingo, being 
the molt conſiderable place on thoſe coaſts, and to 
further their purpole, they, by the way, took 2 
ſmall frigate bound thither, having examined the 
Men, found the Haven was barred, and the Caſtle \ 


on the ſhore well fortified with artillery, ſo that 
there was no conyenient landing place within 16

ers being deſired by the Gen. to explain the mean- 
ing of it, ſince they were told, That if the Queen 
of England would proſecute the War vigorouſly 
againſt them they would find it enough to preſerve 
what they had got, and not think of gaining more 
from others, as by the Loſs of this famous Town 
did ſufficiently appear.

the pits and marſhy ground near the ſea-fide ; the 
General being as diligent as the meaneſt, in makin 
neceſſary proviſions here as well as elſe-Where, * 
was much aſſiſted in his affairs by the prudent Per- 
formances and Councils of Licut. General Carliſle, 
Three Days being ſpent in watering the fleet, they 
departed a fecond Time for the cape, May 13, and 
failing along in fight of the coaſt of Florinda, May 
28, they perceived a Place called a Beacon on the 
Shore, about 30 deg. North Lat. upon which man- 
ning their Pinnaces, and coming near they landed 
and marched pp along the River-ſide, Gen. Drake 
commanding them, and perceiving a Fort newly 
built by the Spaniards on the other ſide of the River 
over againſt them; a mile above was a little town 
or village of wooden Houſes without Walls, they 
prepared/their Guns to batter down the Fort, and 
the firſt ſhat rock thro? thew"Enfigo, as they heard 
by a Frenchman who came to them from the eneiny, 
another ſhot firuck the foot of the Fort, which was 
of maſcy Timber, like maſts of Ships. It was re- 
ſolved that night ro-paſs the River with 4 Compa- 
nies and aſſault it, but the Lieut, Gen. going in a 
Skiff with 6 Capts. well armed, to make diſcovery, | 
the Spaniards, hearing their Fleet had been 3

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dok the alarm, & preſently forſook the Fort, after 
having diſcharged a few pieces. 5 
The Lieut. Gen. being returned without know- 
ing they were gones immediately a French Piper, 
who had been their Priſoner, came piping to them 
in a boat, and being called by the guard, told them 
before he went aſhore who he was, and that the 
Haniardi were gone from the Fort, offering either 
to put himſelf into their hands, or to return Back & 
direct thoſe that would go to the Fort, whereupon 
the Gen. Lieut, Gen. and ſome capts. in their Skiffs 
accompanied with 3 Pinnaces with Soldiers, went 
towards the Fort. At their approach, ſome of the 
enemy, bolder than the reſt, ftaying behind, fired 
their cannon at them, but they went aſhore and en- 
tered the place without finding a Man there, when 
Day appeared, they ſaw it was built of Timber, 
the Wall being bodies of Trees placed cloſe toge- 
ther like piles, not having yet made a Ditch, nor 
furniſhed it, ſo that they had no reaſon to keep it, 
being ſubject to Fire and aſſault, the Platform for 
their Guns was the bodies of long Pine-trees laid 
acroſs each other, and filled up with earth. The 
found there 14 Braſs Guns, and a Cheſt locked, 
wherein was about 2000l. Ster/. thought to be the 
King's for the payment of the Soldiers, who were 
about 150 men. The Fort thus won, (which 
they called t. John's Fort) they deſigned to go to the 
Town by Land, but were prevented by the Rivers 
and broken ground, therefore embarked again and 
failed thither upon the River, called (as well as the 
Town) St. Auguſtine. Coming towards L. and ſeve- 
ral Spaniards appeared, and gave them a few Shot; 
but preſently withdrew, and in their flight the Ser- 
jeant Major finding a Horſe ready ſaddled and bri- 
dled mounted him, and followed the chaſe before 
the reſt, when ſuddenly from behind a Bu be'was 
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mot thro? the Head, and falling 2 Spaniards mn 
came in, and ſtabbed him with their Swords in thy 
Body in 3 or 4 Places before any could come ney 
to xeſcue him whoſe Death. was much lamented.

Diſcovery of the Country and the Coaſts, and like» 
wiſe fo much Victuals as mightſufkce to bring them 
all home, being 103 Perſons, if they thought fit af- 
terwards, or elle, if they Judged they had already, 
made ſufficient diſcoyeries, and defired to return to 
England, he would give them Paſſage ; They being 
willing to ſtay, thankfully accepted his firſt Offer, 
and his Ship was received into their charge by Part 
of Mr. Lane's company, whom he then put aboard 
her, but bafore they had received W * | 
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61, to the meaneſt man, and the other 40l. was paid 
the adventurers. They loft about 750 men, where= 
of 8 were Capts. 4 Lieuts, and 8 Gentlemen ; they

vept a new religions houſe unfiniſh'd, and another

and merchandize, and of which the Engli/a found 
2 conſiderable quantity, with ſome pearl, which 
they brought 10 their General.
